C ROSSING ACCIDENTS. 
Figures for the first ten months of 1929 furnish the 
basis for the statement that the educational cam­ 
paign directed against grade crossing accidents is 
proving effective. Reports filed with the Interstate 
Commerce commission reveal that in the period there 
were 1.9*2 fatalities, which is 56 less than during the 
same ten months of 1926. 
There ah* still far too many deaths which should 
be charged to carelessness and negligence. Splendid 
progress has been made in the last five years in 
eliminating “dangerous crossings** where the exercise 
of reasonable caution is not sufficient to avert acci­ 
dents. There are still railroad crossings which should 
be eliminated entirely or elevated. But In the main 
the carriers are doing their utmost in this particular 
and whatever improvement la made will be due to 
more careful automobile driving. It is still a fright­ 
ful commentary on the American people when near­ 
ly 2,000 lives are sacrificed upon railroad crossings 
in ten months time.
